as well as all night, without the use of sedatives, Accord- 
ing to DR, TROYANO, his general body functions are care- 
fully checked and are normal.

The sentences 
involved in the appeals still pending before the Supreme 
Court of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico carryo a minimum 
sentence of 19 years and a maximum sentence of 69 years.
